DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Seen on Hamptons Subway this week was book 
publisher Marty Shepard heading from Noyack 
to Sag Harbor on Thursday morning. He was 
reading a book about a swindle on a Kindle with 
his left hand and a book about a crook on a 
Nook with his right, at the same time. On his lap 
he had open a paperback about a six-pack—the 
beer, not the exercise gear. 


HEIST 

With all the focus here to try to prevent extreme 
religious incidents on the platforms, we were 
caught off guard by a gang of bandits on 
horseback wearing cowboy hats pulling off a 
holdup in one of the tunnels. 

It happened on Monday at midnight halfway 
between Southampton and Water Mill. A man 
waving a six-shooter in his left hand, while 
swinging a lantern with the other, jumped out 


in front of the train and got the attention of 
the motorman who brought the subway train 
quickly to a halt. After the train stopped, 14 men 
on horseback came out of a storage room on 
the south side of the tunnel shouting “Yippee 
ki-yay!” as they surrounded the subway train. 
The men then dismounted, tied their horses 
to the motormen’s car and went in among 
the passengers to tie up everybody and put 
kerchiefs in their mouths as gags while saying, 
“Nobody gets hurt if you all behave.” They were 
courteous and nice and their leader said they 
were the Emily Post Gang, whatever that is. 
They made off with stocks and bonds, jewelry 
and watches, cash and credit cards—picking 
the joint clean.

ESTATE SALE TURNS VIOLENT 

An estate sale at an East Hampton mansion 
went off the rails last weekend, as 
unprecedented crowds showed up to try to 
get a piece of a fabled history. Riot conditions 
prevailed for several hours and the Hamptons 
Police were never able to gain control of the 
situation. While the Blotter is not at liberty 
to divulge the actual name of the estate 
where the disastrous sale took place, suffice 
it to say that it’s one that has achieved a 
high degree of recognition by means of 
a documentary, a Broadway musical and 
a Hollywood feature. As a consequence of 


the estate’s legendary status, an estimated 
1,500 eager fans assembled Friday morning to 
get first crack at selecting from the contents 
of the house. “We got word of a large crowd 
forming down there,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Our patrol officers 
went in to assess the situation, and reported 
that skirmishes among the buyers were already 
breaking out at 8:30 a.m., and the sale wasn’t 
set to begin until 10!” Emergency workers were 
summoned to be on hand in case of serious 
injury. The precaution was warranted, according 
to Hirsch. “These people weren’t fooling around. 
One woman wound up with a black eye because 
she was trying to get herself to the front of the 
line. Another woman was knocked unconscious 
after she tried to claim that she had dibs on 
a famous hotplate of some kind. This was 
all before the gates opened.” After the gates 
opened, says Hirsch, all hell broke loose. “You 
had pandemonium—a demoralizing display of 
some of the most inhumane behavior I’ve ever 
seen, and a reckless disregard for human life. 
I'm still trying to wrap my head around it.” 
Hirsch says that, in order to guarantee their 


own safety, officers were forced to remove 
themselves from the premises. “We just had to 
sit back and watch and wait for it to be over, 
when we could go in and tend to the wounded.” 
Hirsch reports that an estimated 50 attendees 
were treated for injuries.

But I think 
that in the one area Trump shines—selfishly 
and heartlessly in my opinion—Alec does, too. 
They both get things done. No one has ever 
accused Trump of sitting on his butt. Turns out 
Alec doesn’t sit on his butt, either. 

Some years ago, I wrote a chapter in one of 
my “In the Hamptons” (Continued on next page) 
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books about Alec Baldwin. Here’s what Alec did 
in that one year. He starred in three movies, 
one Broadway show and the TV show 30 Rock, 
co-hosted the Academy Awards, hosted an 
awards ceremony at the Kennedy Center in 
Washington, attended the commencement and 
received an honorary degree from NYU, was a 
guest judge on the TV show The Marriage Ref, 
hosted a live television broadcast of the New 
York Philharmonic and was on Saturday Night 
Live several times. He also wrote a book about 
family law in America. Locally, he starred in 
the play Equus at the John Drew Theater at 
Guild Hall, hosted two fundraisers, founded 
a watchdog group to keep an eye on local 
politicians and their attitude toward saving 
the environment, co-hosted, with Billy Joel, 
the film The Last Play at Shea, about Joel’s 
last performance at Shea Stadium, was an 
auctioneer for a charity, funded a lecture series 
of panel discussions at Guild Hall and played 
right field in the annual Artist-Writers Game in 
East Hampton. 

Baldwin continues at this great pace and, 
after welcoming his third child with wife 
Hilaria last year, announced that Hilaria is 
again expecting. 

What kind of president would Alec Baldwin 
make? Well, if you want to make the argument 
that President Trump has sent everything 
he can get his hands on careening off to the 
far right, I would predict that Baldwin would 
come in and send it back at least to the 
center where it belongs, or, more likely, 


where it was when Trump took over. 

Consider the latest thing in the news about 
Alec Baldwin, which concerns a painting he 
bought to display in his home here. When he’s 
right, he’s right. 

Seven years ago, Baldwin contacted the 
prominent Manhattan art dealer Mary Boone 
to tell her he had seen a painting he wanted by 
Ross Bleckner. It was called “Sea and Mirror,” 
and, according to a piece in The New Yorker, he 
so loved it that he kept a photograph of it in his 
wallet for years. If it came up for sale, could she 
get it for him? She said she'd try. 

A few months later, Boone told Baldwin 
she had the painting and was “thrilled” that 
Baldwin wanted it. They agreed on a price of 
$190,000, Baldwin paid it, and soon, he received 
it. It was signed, dated and stamped 7449 on 
the back, which was the inventory number of 
that particular work. The New Yorker reports 
that Baldwin thought the colors looked more 
vivid than he remembered them. Also, the paint 
smelled fresh. He asked Boone about it and she 
said it was because it had been owned by a 


‘ heavy smoker and so, without cost to Baldwin, it 


had been cleaned and a few scratches repaired. 

Baldwin was satisfied with that, but in 2014, 
after some friends told him there was something 
not right about this because nobody cleans a 
painting without consulting the owner, Baldwin 
confronted Bleckner about it. 

Bleckner told him that, indeed, he’d painted 
a new one to look like the old one. The fallout 
from this was a civil lawsuit filed against 


Boone and her gallery that was settled 
before trial, three weeks ago. Boone would 
give Baldwin a large settlement, and he 
could keep the painting. She would also give 
him several other  Bleckner paintings, 
one of which would be _ painted to 
Baldwin’s specifications. 

. “Maybe I'll have Ross paint a picture of the 
seven-figure check that Mary paid me to settle,” 
Baldwin told The New Yorker. He also told them 
he might one day take the fraudulent painting 
out on a cross-country tour about art fraud. “I'll 
call it Boonedoggle Tour,” he said. 

The New Yorker also reported Baldwin 
intended to give half of the money to help 
rebuild the Sag Harbor Cinema, which was 
destroyed by fire last winter. But it seems there 
was some miscommunication, and this is not 
going to happen. Casey Bader, at Baldwin’s 
office, subsequently told 27East, “The Sag 
Harbor pledge was something Alec made prior 
to the settlement, has since rethought, and will 
no longer be making.” 

Why? It’s unclear, but according to April 
Gornik, the head of a group intending to raise 
$8 million by December 16, they are already at 
the $6.25 million mark and are hopeful they will 
reach that goal, with or without Baldwin. 

Perhaps a charitable donation elsewhere 
makes more sense. 

And by the way, Baldwin’s memoir is 
in bookstores. It’s called Nevertheless, but it 
does not include the forthcoming years when 
he will be president. @& 
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Dan TV 


When Net Neutrality Was a Big Issue on the East End

D emonstrations have begun taking place 
against the proposed scrapping of the “Net 
Neutrality Act” that President Obama passed 
in 2015. That act made it law that any internet 
access provider would have to sell that access 
to everybody at the same price. 

Those in favor of scrapping that law say that 
this will allow providers—Comcast, Cablevision, 
Time Warner, Verizon, AT&T, etc.—to expand 
their businesses better. Opponents say it will 
reduce competition and discourage startups. A 
provider could charge one thing for Netflix but 
another for Hulu or whatever else comes along. 
They could block Hulu or Netflix altogether— 
unless you pay. 

I say this is also an East End story. We had 
this battle before. 

Sometime in the late 1960s, a guy named 
Charles Dolan founded Cablevision. It was, 
at that time, one of several companies 
that were providing cable channels to Long 
Island. Another was Sammons Communications, 


mostly active on the East End. They had 
wires on telephone poles up some streets but 
not others. 

Dolan bought Sammons and then the other 
cable companies one after the other. By the late 
1970s, Dolan had a virtual monopoly on cable 
channel access on Long Island. 

Around that time, I was thinking of 
finding new ways to spread the word 
about Dan’s Papers, and it occurred to me to 
approach Cablevision about doing it. It would 
be great if we could have our own channel. 
What would it cost? 

Boy did I get a shock. By this time, Dolan had 
begun to create cable channels on his own. 
He’d be the access provider, and he’d provide 
some of the channel content, too. This is not 
widely known, because Dolan sold some of the 
channels he created, and others got merged 
into larger companies, but he founded HBO, 
AMC, IFC, SciFi, Comedy Central, Sundance, 
Bravo, The Playboy Channel and the local 
TV news channel News 12 Long Island. There 


-was room for hundreds of channels. I thought 


there should be a Dan’s TV for the Hamptons. 
What I got told when | inquired was that 
there would be no channel available to me 
because I was a competitor. Advertisers would 
have commercials on their News 12 channel. 
Cablevision certainly wouldn’t want another 
company having a local channel. 

I went ballistic. He couldn’t be allowed to 
decide what would be on the cable. He was the 
only game in town. And he was a PROVIDER, 
like the company that provided the telephone 
wires. You couldn’t say one person could make 
a phone call but not another person. Access to 
it had to be equal for all. | got nowhere. There 
would never be a Dan’s TV. I considered this 
a full-blown attack on the First Amendment’s 
Freedom of the Press. How could this be legal? 

Nobody likes a monopoly, not then and 
not now. And boy did Cablevision play like a 
monopoly, I thought. Early on, they had specially 
equipped trucks that went around through the 
towns trying to detect families that were illegally 
hooking up their service to their homes. They 
filed lawsuits against (Continued on next page) 
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some people. “Theft of Service” is a crime. They 
wanted people prosecuted. 
One man they caught was a Vietnam War 


veteran named Ron Campsey. Campsey owned - 


the New Moon Café in East Quogue and he and 
his wife lived upstairs. He paid for the cable to 
come to the bar in his restaurant. But he added 
a cable to the apartment upstairs so his kids 
could watch Sesame Street. 

I went to bat for Campsey in the paper. 
But Cablevision never backed down. Why 
should they? For a time, it looked like Campsey 
might go to jail. Certainly, he wasn’t getting 
Cablevision anymore. He could get the main 
network channels from an antenna. That was it. 
He didn’t have cable TV for years. 

Maybe! could bring down Cablevision because 


they strung their wires on supposedly public 
telephone poles. Who gave them permission? 
But it turned out that some poles belonged 
to the telephone company and other poles 
belonged to the lighting company, and they 
really didn’t care who had lines up there. 
Anybody could get permission. 


Battles over Cablevision’s suppression of 


access continued. Dolan got into battles with 
rival telecom companies over the airing of 
the MSG Network, YES, the NFL Network, the 
Tennis Channel and ESPN3. Sometimes content 
would be blacked out. 

Another example of this kind of behavior was 
how Cablevision dealt with the requests from 
towns and villages to have a public channel 
on the service. Cablevision, and other cable

companies around the country, fought against 
it. Eventually, laws were passed requiring them 
to offer up a free public channel, so they 
had to do it. In East Hampton, a wealthy 
philanthropist named Frazer Dougherty put 
up a lot of money to build a whole studio, free , 
for public use, on Industrial Road in that town. 
For more than a decade after this was built and 
up and running, Cablevision carried it, but it 
was blurry. Somehow the cable coming from 
LTV to Cablevision didn’t work properly. Only 
Cablevision could fix it, it seemed.

I continued to go after Cablevision in any way 
I could think of. Meanwhile, I had Cablevision 
in my house. Without it, there was no cable TV. 

In 1985, I got a phone call from the Public 
Relations Department at Cablevision telling 
me that times had changed and | should let 
bygones be bygones. They wanted me to come 
over to their offices in Melville to see their 
operation. I said forget it. 

That same year, DirecTV came to town. And 
that was the end of Cablevision in my house. 
I still use DirecTV today and think it’s a fine 
service. But as it happens, there is also still 
a vestige of Cablevision at my house. Their 
Optimum WiFi service sneaks in as a wire 
through a hole in a wall. That’s it. 

A few years ago, a European company 
called Altice bought a majority interest in 
Cablevision (called Optimum) for several billion 
dollars. ’ve been tempted to go with them now 
that my battle is over. Maybe Ill get around to 
that someday.

“BELDIN” 

Lee Zeldin is the Congressman from this 
district, and a Republican.

VISIT THE NORTH POLE 

Move over, Pumpkintown, here comes the 
North Pole. 

A wonderful thing for families to do in the 
autumn in the Hamptons is to go to Hank’s 
Pumpkintown, a wonderful pop-up village 
full of rides, games and mazes and pumpkin 
picking that springs up every year in the fall 
between Southampton and Water Mill. As a 
pop-up village just to the west of the Parrish 
Art Museum, it causes traffic jams for the happy 
families who come there with their kids, but 
then, at the beginning of November, it closes up 
tight for the year. 

Now, joining the Hamptons for the first time, 
is a new pop-up village called the North Pole, 
which takes over where Pumpkintown leaves 
off, staying open between November and the 
end of December. You don’t use your car to 
get there. You go there by Polar Express from 
the Omni in Southampton—though not a steam 
engine train as in the movie, but as an old- 
fashioned Christmas trolley car. Also, nobody 
knows where this place (Continued on next page) 
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is until you get there, which takes 30 minutes. 
It’s sort of a mystery ride. And it all continues 
until just before Christmas Day, because the 
North Pole has to clear everything out of the 
way to come deliver the toys to the kids in the 
Hamptons by sleigh and reindeer on the night 
of December 24. Then like any pop-up, it’s gone. 

Also, the North Pole has nothing to do with 
the Pumpkintown pop-up. Different pop-up, 
different company. 

You know how Pumpkintown worked. Here’s 
some specifics about how the trip to the North 
Pole works. A Polar Express trolley car leaves 
the Omni from Thursday through Sunday, four 
times each day between 4:30 and 8:30 p.m. It’s 
dark out when it leaves, but inside the trolley 
car jingle bells ring, the Polar Express music is 
played and the book The Polar Express is read 
by Liam Neeson (by recording). In addition, 
there are some of the characters from the 
Polar Express movie in that car who you can 
talk to, and the conductor, in his old-fashioned 
conductor uniform like in the movie, cuts 
everybody’s gold ticket, and snacks are served. 

Half an hour later, the trolley arrives at the 
North Pole, which, because it’s cold outside, is 
indoors in a big warehouse building all decked 
out with busy elves and decorations and music 
and snacks and presents, and each kid gets to 
sit on Santa’s lap, interact with the elves and 
other residents, enjoy a light show, and then, 
after a bit, amidst fond and sad farewells, the 
kids and their parents go out to the trolley 
outside and are led home. On the way, hot 


cocoa and cookies are served to anyone who is 
still awake and another 30 minutes later you’re 
back in Southampton. 

The cost is $53 per person, everybody is 
encouraged to wear pajamas, and at the end 
of the adventure, the children MUST, that is 
MUST, go home. They cannot stay at the North 
Pole. Also, everybody has to be over two years 


old. A similar North Fork trolley leaves at the. 


same time from The All-Star bowling alley at 
96 Main Road in Riverhead. 


LADY BIRD 

Went to see the movie Lady Bird at the East 
Hampton Cinema last week. This is a five-plex, 
but on this night the heat was off in two of the 
theaters inside the building, and Lady Bird was 
in one of those two but also in another theater 
with heat, so we said we’d sit in the one with the 
heat. That was sold-out, though. So, anyway, we 
watched it without the heat. 

This movie theater has had _ structural 
problems since it was built. Ive been 
around a while. An earlier movie theater 
called the Edwards Theatre, made of wood, 
burned down around 1965. So they built the 
new theater out of cinderblocks and concrete. 
In building it, there was a delay because one 
wall went up crooked. But they fixed it. 
Then over the years they’ve had lots of 
other problems such as broken bathroom 
pipes, floods, electrical problems and now, 
on this day, a heating problem. It’s like 
the movie theater itself is a movie, going 


from one big crisis to another and you 
never know what’s going to happen until you 
get there. 

Anyhow, when the movie started in our cold 
theater, I got to my feet to try to get out. On 
the screen was the wrong movie. It starts in 
the present day in a Catholic School and the 
stars are teenagers, and I’m thinking, Where 
is Lyndon?

We’d been able to come up 
and down the aisle without a flashlight. And this 
was a distraction. What made him so special? 

Other than these problems, this is a very 
good movie.

Montauk Brewery Celebrates

an you believe 2017 was Montauk Brewing 

Company’s (MBC) 5th anniversary!? “It’s funny,” 
Vaughn Cutillo, one of three co-founders says, “I 
think about that a lot. We’ve accomplished so much 
since putting the plan together for MBC. It’s gone 
by super fast.” We spoke to Cutillo and Eric Moss, 
another co-founder and brewmaster at MBC, to 
discuss the past, present and future of this Dan’s 
Best of the Best Platinum brewery. : 
Were the three founders all friends before leaving 
Long Island for university? : 

Vaughn Cutillo: We all grew up on the East End. 
I’m born and raised in Montauk, Eric Moss is from 
Wainscott and Joe Sullivan is from East Hampton. 
We all grew up together and graduated from East 
Hampton High School. The three of us were also 
ocean lifeguards in Montauk for East Hampton Town. 
That was the most fun I’ve had at a job—until 
starting a brewery! 

How did you turn MBC from a basement brewing 
operation into what it is today? 

VC: We started brewing as a hobby. We’d brew 
five or 10 gallons in my basement and invite friends 
over for summer barbeques. We put a sticker on a 
Kegerator that said “Montauk Brewing Company.” 
In 2010 we built the business plan and on June 30, 
2012 we opened our doors to the taproom. The 
first beer we dialed in at the home brew level, 
and eventually launched the company with, was 
an English Style Pale Ale, Driftwood Ale. Since 


then we've added Wave Chaser IPA 
and a Session IPA. Those three are our 
signature, year-round beers. Our summer 
seasonals, Montauk Summer Ale and 
Montauk Watermelon Session, came 
later. Those two are absolute monsters 
for distribution. We’ve been lucky that 
our fans are so supportive, and this year 
our production will put us in the top 
100-brewery list by production and sales 
volume. (There are 6,000 breweries in 
the U.S.) 
Do you have a favorite Montauk beer? 
EM: Mine is Wave Chaser IPA, the 
purple can. It has great citrus and 
grapefruit notes. Another fan favorite is 
Truth Serum Pale Ale, a beer we brewed 
with our friends at Truth Training [fitness 
center] in East Hampton. We're an active 
bunch here on the East End, surfing, swimming, 
fishing, sailing, and spending most of our time 
outdoors. Brewing Truth Serum was a nod to that— 
work hard, play hard and earn your beer! 
Do you plan to add more beers to your catalog? 
VC: Eric Moss is always dialing in existing recipes 
as well as experimenting with new styles. We'll see 
what 2018 brings, but you can be sure we have some 
exciting things coming up. Eric’s focus is on brewing 
the best possible beer. he can, and it’s been super 
impressive to see how confident he’s gotten in the 
past few years. He and Riley Sullivan have been 
making some phenomenal beers in Montauk.

MEC beer is only available in cans and 
kegs. Does that in any way affect the 
quality, taste or brewing process? Is 
there a reason you can instead of bottle? 
VC: Cans are perfect for our brand. If 
you're heading to the beach or on the 
boat, you don’t want glass. Cans are 
portable as well and are best to preserve 
quality. No light can penetrate the can, 
which helps the quality of the liquid. Our 
nautical, color-coded branding is also 
perfect to use with the can format. 
Where do you see yourselves, and MBC, 
* __ in five more years? 
VC: When we started the company in 
2012, I didn’t think we’d be where we are 
today, selling this much beer and building 
such a strong brand with such loyal fans. 
We’ve been fortunate to also build a very 
strong team consisting of locals, from Riley Sullivan 
(brewer) to Erin Burns (Brewery Manager), along 
with several others. We want to continue to build 
that team. We have some pretty aggressive growth 
goals and want to keep the quality and consistency 
as we grow (which we invest heavily in and take very 
seriously). It’s exciting and kind of scary at the same 
time—and I love every single second of it. ga.

Juggling Plates at the Jedediah Hawkins Inn 


BY STACY DERMONT 


t had been some time since I followed 

the serpentine gravel drive to this grand circa 
1863 Victorian mansion in Jamesport. I considered 
getting a room for the night, so that my husband and 
I could thoroughly indulge, but he sagely pointed out 
that I had to be back in the Hamptons at 8 a.m. the 
next day. So I designated myself driver. Marriage— 
and negotiating the dining scene together—is all 
about compromise. 

It was too late in the fall season to make use of 
the outdoor seating, but it was a great night to dine 
in fireside coziness. Relentlessly upbeat ’80s music 
poured forth from above. | thought that it might wear 
me out as Husband ordered a Speakeasy Manhattan, 
one of the Inn’s fall cocktails. Thankfully, it arrived 
very quickly—just as a woman at the table next to 
us entertained no one by singing along to the chorus 
of Dexys Midnight Runners’ mega-earworm. | sipped 
the Manhattan and found that it would indeed 
be quite illegal during Prohibition—boozy. As if 
someone above heard my silent plea, the music 
lowered and mellowed. 

I perused the local beverages, which include select 
wines from Bedell Cellars, Jamesport Vineyards, 
Laurel Lake Vineyards, Macari Vineyards, McCall 
Wines, Palmer Vineyards, Paumanok Vineyards, 
Sparkling Pointe Vineyards and Winery, WoOlffer 
Estate Vineyard and beer from Crooked Ladder 
Brewing Company and Great South Bay Brewery. 


And I stayed with drinking the Inn’s own triple- 
filtered water, which they credit to GNS Mermaid of 
Mattituck’s reverse osmosis system. (You might find 
me “sparkling,” but I always go for still.) 

The current menu is both simple and flexible—its 
assortment of Small Plates and Large Plates invites 
diners to indulge. 

Husband went right for the Charred Deep Water 
Spanish Octopus to start. As he said, “You can’t 
resist that, why even try?” It smelled wonderful 
and briny-good and was gone before you could 
say “cephalopod.” Just a scrum of Kalamata olives, 
preserved lemon and peppadew pepper remained. 

I was tempted to start with the Butternut Squash 
Soup with Toasted Pumpkin Seeds or the American 
Burrata-with Speck and Blistered Cherry Tomatoes— 
which was all the more tempting because it’s 
sprinkled with Amagansett Sea Salt—but I was quite 
pleased with my selection of the Autumnal Salad. The 
dressing makes the salad, and this balsamic was light 
and just the right touch on the baby lettuces, golden 
raisins, radish, toasted almonds, cherry tomatoes 
and goat cheese. This salad was very pretty in its 
presentation, even more so with a dusting of freshly 
ground black pepper. 

Our server Tatiana suggested that we might like 
to try the Crispy Crescent Farm Duck Legs Confit. 
She was quite right. We’d had duck wings confit here 
in the past, but there’s “more to love” now—served 
with sriracha for a kick and Greek yogurt to coolly 
blend all together. Colorful microgreens and chopped 


chives accent this dish of deep umami magic. 

Tatiana, and all of the staff we encountered that 
evening, upheld the Inn’s tradition of professional, 
congenial and soft-voiced service. 

Husband had a bit of a wild look in his eye as he 
ordered the Wild Halibut with Baby Zucchini, Parsnip 
Purée and Porcini Mushrooms. | know that look. I 
said, “I want to try that parsnip purée.” 

He said, “ 1 know, that’s what sold me on it.” 

Tatiana suggested pairing this dish with a Macari 
Vineyards Chardonnay, which was nicely bright and 
not overly oaky, though it was served a bit colder 
than is optimal. It was a fine accompaniment to this 
entrée, and we both found the purée to be creamy 
and flavorful. 

Right after “Mr. Dexys Midnight Runners” effectively 
told the room about his blood pressure and ankle, six 
out of the eight people at the table to the other side 
of us ordered Bourbon Ciders. I suspect that that too 
was a worthwhile “pairing.” 

I indulged my latent vegetarian tendencies in the 
Garganelli, coated with finely ground carrot top 
pesto, mixed with roasted eggplant and zucchini and 
topped with ricotta salata. 

We had to take a rain check on dessert—I didn’t 
even have room for an herbal mint tea! @@&
